: London, 
HILE many 
countries in the 
world are experiencing 
difficulties in _ recruiting 
girls for 
training as nurses, 
Hongkong is apparently 
one of the few places 
where the Florence 
Nightingale glamour 
still has plenty of ap- 
peal, 


The Inst three years have seen 
an tremendous inerense in the 
number of Hongkong girls comn- 
ing to the United Kingdom for 
tralning as nurses and !f the 
trend continues—and ‘ndications 
fre that It will—Honekong Is 
likely to find Itself with ao sur- 
plus of qualified nurses In a few 
years’ time, 


As recently as 1955 there was 
only. a handful of Hongkong 
cirls studying nursing in the 
United Kingdom. By 1958 the 
number had swelled to 140 cls- 
tributed among 45 hospitals. A 
year Inter the number jJumpod 
to 283 distributed among a 
hospitals, Todny, at the la’ 
count, there are 337 Hongkong 
girls studying nursing In 77 hoa- 
nitals, and almost — every ship 
from Hongkong adds to the 
number. 


: Boys Too 


Recently, Hongkong boys also 
slarted coming over lo study 
nursing and at present there are 
about half a dozen of them. 


What will happen to all these 
Hongkong students when they 
qualify as State Registered 
Nurses is a question for which 
an answer will have to be found, 

The Kowloon Hospital will be 
able to absorb a certain number, 
But in the years to come the 
output of qualified .nursés is 
likely to outstrip by for tho 
number of jobs available which 
are in keeping with their Qual 
fications, Already many stud 
nurses, with on eye on the tou 4 
competition ahead, are planning 
to take specialist courses after 
their graduation in order to In- 
crease thelr own market value,

Of course, qualified Hongkong 
nurses can always remain’ in 
the United? Kingdom where 
there is n great shortage of 
nurses and where they can 
command a starting salary of 
£300 per annum, But it is os 
yet too carly to know how many 
of them will choose this course, 


The Reasons 


There are a number of rea- 
sons to explain the popularity of 
nursing among Hongkong ‘girls 
coming to study In tha United 
Kingdom. Firstly, it is a pro- 
fession which docs not run 
counter to Chinese Notions of 


respectabiiity, 
ee 4 the rofessional 


Secondly, 
training costs nothing beyond 
the initlal bassin ¢ moncy. While 
in training, s' nt nurses are 


pald a na. ste allowance of 


From 


£200 for the first year, £270 
for the second year, and £208 
for the third year. Out of theso 
nume, only £119 0 ycar are’ de 
ducted for bonrd and lodging. 
Furthermore, uniforms, beddings 
and Linens are all provided. 

Thirdly, It Is fairly casy to 
he accepted ae a nursing student 
in the United Kingdom, In_ fact 
It is casier to be accepted fn 
ihe United Kingdom an in 
Hongkong. No School Certificate 
!s required. Very often o Form 
Three or Form Four education 
is enough, 

Of course this docs not.always 
make for happy results. Very 
often applicants from Hongkong 
are not entirely honest and they 
cloim greater facility in English 
than they actually possess. Many 
students have arrived here with- 
out the abliity to understand 
instructlons given in the simpl- 
est terms. 


Proficiency 


But in all cases matrons of 
hospitals have been more than 
idnd and patient. As far as is 
known,'no nursing student, once 
necepted, has ever been turned 
back beenuse’ of poor English. 
In all cases especial English 
lessons have been arranged for 
the students at no cost whatso 
ever. However, 
are now beginning to see the 
wisdom in demanding some 
more tangible proof of profi- 


many matrons with 


clency in English before accopt- 
ance, 

The incrensing number of 
nursing students from Hong- 
kong hna led to the development 
of Hongkong colonies in o great 
many of the hospitals. Whipps 
Crorzs General Hospital’ Icads 
with more than 60 Hongkong 
student nurses. 

Other hospitals with large 
concentrations of Hongkong 
girls are the Nottingham Gener- 
nl Hospital, the East Hom 
Memoria} Hospital, the South 
London Hospital, St Charles 
Hospital, the Mount, Vernon 
Hospital In Middlesex ‘and tho 
Royal Victoria Hospitni at 
Bournemouth, 

These large concentrations are 
not ntwoys beneficial for the 
students ag once they gro to- 
gether Chinese gregariousncss 
asserts Itself, They would speale 
to one another {n Chinese and 
hence rotard tho growth or their 
command of English. 


-A Pattern 


The development of these 
large concentrations .of Hong~ 
kong student nurses nt all the 
hospitals follows ‘a uniform pote 
tern. First an Hongkong girl is 
necepted. Then others op; ply. 
usually trom the same school Jn 
Honpkong as the first girl. They 
nre also aceepted, and then ap- 
plications begin to come thick 
and fnat. : 

Take, for example, the case 
of the Eost Ham Memorial Hos- 
pital, where there are more 
tran 20 Hongkong girls. . 

, Miss D.V, Boorn, the Matron, 
told me that she accepted the 
first student nurse from Hong- 
trong In July of 1953. Since then 
she has been receiving an aver- 
age of between five and ten 
letters a week from girls in 
Hongkong asking for admission.
